The exoitement in Utah over Mr. Oullom's
bill for the suppression of 1lyﬁmny will be

groatly intensified when the Mormons dis-
ocover the actual provisions of the bill,as it
haa beon amoen by the Committee on Ter-
ritoriea,

Aftor dedcribing and
to be a crime, &o amended b
es that, for the enforeement of this
ﬂ:. the President shall send a sufficient bod
of troops to Utah; and, to this end, he
authorized to smploy the regular army, and
also to raise twenty-five thousand militia in
the Torrlt:uf-y. It is further provided that the

T] on sccount of this law, or who may be
imprisoned for resistance thereto, 1 be
saken and used for the benefit of the families
of such Mormons,

This bill means war. Ita terms and its pro-
wisions are in the naturs of preparations for
war. Its execution will assuredly be fol-
lowed by war. Not only is the regular army
10 be ordered to Utah, but voluntesrs are to
be ocalled for; and these forces are to be
placed under command of the experisnoed
military officer (General Sheeffor) whom
Grant has just appointed Governor of the

T.Ar:i t:)ry. to operations, Ulah must,
of course, be placed nn martial law. No
jury thas could bo found there would ever

pronounce any Mormon guilty of the crime
of pol . No jury, in fiact, could be ob-
mm’mw sorve a8 a body for the en.
forcemont of this law. Either the President
or Congress has the power of pulting the
"Perritory of Utah or martial law; snd if
Grant signs this bill there need be no doubt
that he will be prepared to exercise that

pewer.

Those who may be declared guilty of poly-
gamy are $o be imprisoned, and their m
perty is to be confiscated. We estimate that
the enforcement of thess provisions wounld
involve the imprisonment of over five thou-
sand persons, and the confiscation of over
fifty millions of dollars’ worth of p:-aparty.
Thz confiscation is to be carried out under the

of affording support to the wives and
amilies of the polgy :EK: offenders; and it is
be oarried out, whethor they are inearce-
mted in Uprllon or fly be the authority
of the United States. We pronounce it a
mere pretext to say that the eonfiscated pro-
perty will be used for the benefil of Mormon
wives and children. If the polygamic hus-
bands fly from Utah, their fi ios will un-
d y accompany them; if the polygamie
husbands are imprisoned (which is an absur-
diky), society will be uiterly broken up and
destroyed. In cither case, the confiscated
proporty would fall into the hands of the Gen-
tiles; and this is doubtless the purpose of the

bill,

Will they give up pol y?

Filteg glears ;l:gg:, 5 on the Mormons had
1ess than a quarter of their present strength,

showed their entire iness to fight for
their system. They met Greneral Johnston's
army in the mountaing, harassed his advance
on their strongholds, and, though matters
poon came to & point at which warlike opera-
tiona were stopped, they gave proof of their
power to offer formidable rosistance, as well
aa of their willingness to confront any enemy.
Previous to that time, when in Nauvoo, they
frequently displayed a similar spirit and pur-
pose—having their troops always organized,
and standing always in the attitude of “‘saintu
militant and belligerent.” In fact, the Mor-
mon Church and army have been ‘‘one and
indivisibls” from the time that they were
both organized by the Prophet Joseph Smith.

We do no# believe that any one who com-

ehends the system and spirit of Brigham

oung, as he has kept them up for the last
quarter of a century, can doubt that the Mor-
mons are prepared to assume & belligerent at-
titude if the principles of Cullom's bill are
enforced against them by military power.
They will not give up polygamy, for they
holﬂ'it to be as much a matier of divine reve-
lation as any other doetrine of Mormonism.
They will not resort to flight in the direction
of Mexico or elsewhere—not, at least, until
they have made an effort to hold their ground
in Utah.

C should understand this, and the
country should be warned of these things,
before the passage of CUnllom’s bill, There
is danger that, after the circnmstances of the
case are developed, the Government will be
compelled sither to back down from Cullom's
ground or to undertake a “‘bigger job” than
most people have any idea of. If we force
them intp o hostile attitnde,the Mormons can
give us a very disagreeable, & very wearisoma,
and a tromendonsly expensive war, Cullom's
bill provides for the employment of about
forty thousand troops, partly regulars and
partly volunteers. The Mormons eould give
such n force two or three years' fighting, at
an annual expense to us of not less than two
hundred millions of dollars,

The Government should not foreibly inter-
fere with polygamy or Mormonism at all,
The pacific forces are now in action that will
make it impossible for polygamy to exist any
great length of time,

SROONOMY™ AT WASHINGTON,

The friends of the administration, in reply-

ing to Mr, Dawes' charge of gross extrava-

ce, have made the threefold defense:
that in preparing its estimates the Treasury
Department perpetrated an error in its
figures; that there were large uno:gangd
balances to the eredit of tho last adminis-
tration, in its last year, whioch this sdminis-
tration has not: and that Congress is really
to blame if the charge of extravagance can be
proved. Mr, Fernando Wood, in the debate
which followed the whitewashing remarks of
the Massachusetts member of the Ways and
Means Comm ittee, made short work of theso
apologies. Certainly, the very confession that
tgz T'reasury rtment is capable of such
errors as those involved in the difference
between $201,000,000 and 8321,000,000 con-
viots theadministration of grossincapacity, It
is semowhat significant, too, that the blunder
was not discovered until after Mr. Dawes
had preferred his damaging complaint, This
incapacity in subordinates for footing up
totals can hardly be regarded as a matter of
surprise, if, as Mr, Dawes charges, the Presi-
dent himself admits that he knows nothingof
any of the departments excopt one. There
never befors was a President of the United
States who had been in office a whole year
without becoming familiar with the various
branches of the Government. The depart-
ment coming within the comprehension of
President Girant is said to be the War Offics,
and forits estimates he is willing to ba con-
gidered respousible. So much the worse,
then, for his reputation as an economist,
fSome of the most gluring excresconces exist
there. For instance, the Prosident maintains
a staffl of military ofticials at the White House
utterly unwarranted by law or necessity. He
keops five brigadier-generals abont his person,
at an expense to the Treasury of 84000 each,
and the only apparent duty they perform is
attending the doors, delivering cards, and
dancing attendance on visitors, Why does
he not lop o this useless expenditure, if he
is 8o earnest, as his friends ¢laim, for fru-
gality?

As to the second defense, it is only
necessary to remark that Mr. Butler, in
charging to the account of the Johnson ad-
ministration large unexpended balauces, ex-
hibits his usual disingenuousness in omitting
to state that there were provisions of law
which took nearly every dollar of them to
exocute contracts,

The attempt to transfer the blame of extra-
vagance from the shoulders of the administra-
tion to those of Congress does not help the
radical party, That party has complete con-
trol of the Senate and House of Represonta-
tives, and, if measures not warranted by the
real wants of the country have their origin
there, the responsibility rests with their
anthors and promoters, Mr. Wood remarks
that up to the time of his speech nine hun-
dred and eighty-five bills, embracing all kinds
of schemes and jobs for governmmnental favors,
had been introduced in the House, and almost
a8 many into the Senate, YThis fact does not
look like economy, and surely is suflicient in
itsell to refute all claim that the radicals may
make to be the champions of ratrenchment
and reform.

THE LEGAL-TENDER ACT INOPERA-
TIVE IN PRE-EXISTING CONTRACTS,

When the Bupreme Court affirmed the
validity of contracts specifieally payable in
coin, entered into betore the cunctment of
the Legal-tender law, it wus evident that the
decision indirectly affected tho construction
to be put upon all pre.existing contracts.
For, prior to the act of Februavy, 1862, gold
formed the only logal fender, und promises
to payin ‘“‘the lawful money of the United
States” were as clearly, at the lime they wero
made, promises to pay in coin as thongh that
obligation were explicitly expressed.  If spe-
cifio coin contracts of a date before ebruary,
1862, were not invalidated Ly the law then
enucted, it followed, by a parity of reasoning,
that all contracts of the saue period were in
effect coin contracts, since noune else wore
known or contemplated. Whatever legal
tochniealitias might be found to obstruct the
action of this interprelption, logically and
morally it appeared clear and decisive,

The judgment prononnced by Ohief Jos-
tice Chase is therefore not unexpected.
An obligation incwrred in 1860, but not ms-
taring until after the passage of the Legal-
tender law, the debtor proposed to satisfy by
P.ymant in greenbacks at their fuce valne.
The creditor demanded coin or its equivalent,
and a Kentucky court sustained his demand
on the ground that the Legal-tender act was
unoonstitutional. This was the case decided
on Monday. A majority of the Supreme Court
hold that the aot conl ul?l affect the tenor of
contraots made before its passage—that it
was not and could not be relrospective in ils
operation—and, as a consequence, that an
obligation ineurred before ils ensctment must
be satisfiod in the only money recognized
when the covenant was made.

This decision in no manner involves the
constitutionality of the law itself. On that
point—the sole point relied upon by the Ken-
tucky court—Chief Justice Chase and his
eagues are silent, They deal only with
the equity of the case, and with the limita-
tion of &. period &t which thohrotmuy of

profess to seo in it a pretext for repudiation,
whether on the part of individoals, OOFpora-
tions or States, assume a position ss mis.
chiovous as that of those who wounld produoce
financial chaos by decreeing (he unconstitu-
tionality of the Legal-tender act. There will
be bardship, undoubtedly, and, in some in-
stances, injustice. But the ju ut of the
Court rests upon an intelligible—if not an
lgnnhlo or entirely defensible—principle;

characteristic is impatience of do alto.
ther, as being chains on the truth and pro-
bitions of frec thonght. Its tendenoy is to
throw aside the suthority which ks in
creeds and separates men by theoretical dis-
tinctions, and to seek for unity by making the
bond of interpretation more elastic and the
exclusive tests less specific or binding.
Strange as it may seem to us that a spirit so
essentinlly Protestant should find an echo
within the Roman Ohurch, yel it isso, And
thoss who feel this influence recoil from the
prospect of the new dogmatic fetters which
E’npn.l infallibility would forge for them. They

feel that wot only would these
be more than they conld  bear,
but that they wounld set & fatal

gulf between their creed and the march of
modern intelligence. All the thoughts, all
the aspirations, which are just now the
strongest motive powers in the world, would
be made utterly and obvionusly irreconeilable
with a Church which wonld speedily come to
be built and cowpacted of the straitest,
hardest, most uncompromising theologieal
propositions and the most absolute contradie-
tion to all human reason and its discoveries,
The party which we have bheen speaking of
could not remain in the Chnreh undar these
conditions. They tind the effort hard enongh
now; it would then biecome impossible, They
struggle, therefore, that they may not bhe
driven forth,

Yet, even as the matter stands, the Church
is in extrome difficulties. The council has
been snmmoned, and it must do something.
If at the Inst moment the Pops and the
Jesuits fall back from the programme, it will
be a Hasco which cannot bal demage the
Church, The failure to afliciu the infallibility
and the syllabus will seem to the world the
deninl of both, and the great abjects of Pio
Nona's life will be made sbortive, A certain
amount of ridieule, too, will fall npon a
Chureh which has gathered together a conneil
from all the ends of the earth with no practi-
cal result except the regulation of some trivial
ceremonies. And the spectacle of intesline
division thue afforded will be a most serions
thorn in the spirit Lo those who demand sub-
mission of schismatics on the ground that
the true Church knows no partios and admita
no quarrels. But, on the other side, the
prospect is still more alarming, France and
Aunstrin, the sole surviving pillats of the
Church, have plainly eclared  that
Papel infallibility wmnst not trench wupon
their rights. Dut can infallibility submit to
dictation? The bishops will doubtless pro-
fess accoplance if they are beaten; but with
what heart can they longer strive for a faith
at whose future expositions they tremble ?
The liberal party in the Church will simply be
cast ont, either at once or in the course of a
very few years, by the pressure of the intol-
erable conditions to which their intelleot will
be subjected. A vast schism, in which the
necessily of self-preservation will force gov-
ernments and people, the press and the uni-
versities, science and faith, to resist the de-
crees of the single mouthpieceof the Church,
will sooner or later be t[w consequence of
the imputing to it divine powers of enunoci-
ating truths. There is no deubt, indeed,
that the coming dogme is only the logical

development of the doclrine on which
all ecclesiasticul aulbority is fonnded.
There is no mora intrinsie ab-

surdity in pronouncing the Pope alone in-
fallible than in provouncing the majority of a
council infallible.  The inspiration which
breathes throngh the bishops must breathe in
a still fuller influence through their sepiritaal
chief, Dut there are some dostrines which
survive and look reasonable so long ss they
are limited to hypothetical and cowplicated
conditions, and to which logical development
to u simple issne is suddenly fatal. And it cer:
tninly seems as if Pio Nono, who during his
first years in the Vatican was the instrument
of stirring up the national movement in Ttaly
which bas since cost him so much, hag been
in Lis cloging years the ocoasion of a move-
ment which must either east discredit on the
pretensions of his Church, or involve it in
internal confusion of which no man cau see
the end.

Fourteen surgeons, who received as caplaina
on the retired Mt $1600 a year, now recoive
only $1400. Fourleen paymastors and Lwo
chief o cors suffor the same loss by boln1
reduced from the rank of ocaptain to that o
commander, Ten surgeons have been re-
duced from the rank of commander to that of
lieutenant, and their pay has been redwoed
from #1100 to $1000 per year. No line officer
is affected by this order.

Where Admiral Porter finds authorily for
this mct we are at a loss to know; for Oongress
aslone has the power to alter the pay of
officers and men. While reducing the pay of
old and faithful retired officers, he wastes
millions on fancy engines and the silly altera-
tion of old vessels, and destroys the spirit
and efliciency of the na\?. How long is he
to be permitied to indulge in these usurpa-
tions?
